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The Mystery of Godliness Revealed. 


We seek for immortality; it is to attain this end 
that we shape our course. This mortalis to be trans- 
formed to immortality; and this corruptible will put on 
incorruptibility. Such is the declaration of Scripture; 
the thought impulses the aspirations of the human soul 
to desire it, and common sense dictates it. There can 
be no fact more consummately and emphatically pro- 
nounced than this one truth—that death, not life, is the 
present lot of man.

THE GEODETIC SURVEY. 


Conclusive Answers to Irrational Objections and Arguments Against 
the Results Obtained by the Rectilineator. 


Obstinacy Manifested by the Chagrined Critics. 


I learned, as my first great lesson in the inquiry into obscure 
fields of knowledge, never to aecept the disbelief of great men or 
their accusations of imposture or of imbecility, as of any weight 
when opposed to the repeated observation of facts by other men 
admittedly sane and honest. The whole history of science shows 
us that whenever educated and scientific men of any age have de- 
nied the facts of other investigators on a priori grounds of ab- 
surdity, the deniers have always been wrong.—Prof. A. Russell 
Wallace, the Eminent Naturalist. 


The Geodetic work at Naples, Fla., has been completed, 


and the facts thereby obtained have been published to the 


world. Many are rejoicing over the results; others are 
chagrined. In the stubborn resistance immediately mani- 
fested by a few who would have rejoiced had the evidences 
produced by the employment of the Rectilineator been favor- 
able to the Copernican theory, we find history repeating it- 
self. Because of this, we publish the above quotation from 
the pen of a recognized scientist, which reveals the character 
of the opposition to the facts of demonstration and observa- 
tion in its true light. Fallacy is rooted and grounded in the 
very heart of humanity, and will not abandon its hold with- 
out a struggle. For the benefit of the reader, we here recall 
the idiotic opposition to the facts of the discovery by the 
noted Harvey, of the circulation of the blood in the human 
system. Although he produced the evidence,—made ocular 
demonstrations of the flow of the blood through the arteries 
and veins of the human body—the physicians and anatomists 
of the old schools refused to investigate. Today, there is not 
a man that can be found to deny the circulation of the life 
fluid through the arterial and venous systems. 

When the telescope was invented and began to reveal 


the movement of satellites about the planets, the facts ob- 
served by Galileo and others were stubbornly denied by the 
astronomers of the Ptolemaic system; and for years Galileo 
succeeded in inducing but few to witness the phenomena 
through the telescope. One scientist who had more zeal, 
prejudice and jealousy than knowledge and wisdom, wrote a 
dissertation of the telescope, attempting to show how astig- 
matisms could be produced in the lenses and the lenses made 
to revolve in such a way as to give the appearance of the 
satellites revolving about the planet Jupiter. That man lived 
and died without ever having made a single astronomical ob- 
servation by means of the telescope. What did he know 
about the telescope? The sequel proved that he knew noth- 
ing; yet he denied that the objects that were seen were pos- 
sible to be seen. 


Geodetic and Geometrical Ratio of Earth's Concavity. 


The earth’s concavity is considered as an absurdity, and 
the long line of demonstrations of the same, the mere result 
of deception and fraud. What do our critics know about the 
facts we have observed? Upon what reasonable ground can 
the evidences we present, be disputed by those who have 
never undertaken the lines of experimentation we have pro- 
jected? The opposition to our work today is as unreason- 
able, absurd and idiotic as that manifested against the work 
of Harvey and Galileo. We persistently proclaim the facts 
we have observed and obtained; they are as persistently denied 
by a few who have never ventured near the surface of water 
to test its contour. We have surveyed a line by means of a 
mechanical apparatus, the results of which are as easily (?) 
explained away by a few who have never seen the apparatus 
and who know nothing about its capabilities or methods of 
use, as the moons of Jupiter were explained by those who 
had never observed their motions through the telescope. 
These so called explanations of the results of our survey, we 
purpose to overthrow. Y 

We have surveyed a line upon the Gulf coast of Florida. 
The measurements were such as to demonstrate conclusively 
the concave arc of the earth's eurvature upon which the sur- 
vey was made, and not only the direction of its curvature, 
but also its ratio. In this survey we found a definite ratio of 
approach of the earth's surface to meet the rectiline ex- 
tended from an altitude of 10 feet above the water level; the 
line was extended into the water's surface at a distance of 
about 4 miles from the beginning of the survey, as shown in 
the diagram aecompanying this paragraph; XY being the 


concave arc over 4 miles tn length; AB, the air line, A, the 


beginning, 10 feet above the water, and B, the point of ex- 
tension into the water; N is north, S, south; 1, 2, 3, 4, the 
mile stations; «b represents the external tangent parallel to 
the air line, showing the ratio of curvation of the earth's 
surface for each mile of the survey, while cd represents a 
line referred to later in the article. The ratio of the con- 


cave curvature was in proportion to the square of the dis- - 
tance; at the end of the first mile the distance between the | 
air lige and the water's surface was 8 inches less than at the 

beginning, because the earth in this distance had curvated | 
upwards 8 inches; the second mile, about 2 feet and 8 inches; 
third mile, 6 feet, while at the end of the fourth mile the 
line extended into the Gulf. In the diagram, the lines of 
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perpendiculars extending from the air line to the arc at 0, 1, 
2, 8, 4, decrease in length in precisely the same proportion 
that the earth curvates concavely. Not only was the proper 
ratio found to exist at the end of seven miles, but also at the 
end of every eighth of a mile from the beginning of the sur- 
vey. Let each reader capable of making a mathematical 
calculation of the ratio of curvature of a concave sphere 


25,000 miles in cireumterence, test this ratio and the results 
obtained by the survey, and it will be found that such ratio 
eannot be obtained by the extension of a right line upon 
any other than a concave surface; the geometrical principles 
involved will not admit of it. 


Two Classes of Objections Urged. 


We confront two classes of objections to the character 
of the geodetic work upon the coast of the Gulf of Mexico. 
From several sources, it is claimed that the Rectilineator is 
not sufficiently accurate to extend a straight line; while from 
others comes the accusation that we purposely inclined the 
first section at the starting point so as to extend the line into 
the water at a distance of 4 miles; from others, that the first 
section of the apparatus was not accurately leveled, but in- 
clined toward the earth by mistake. We suppose that these 
two classes of objections seem satisfactory to the minds ex- 
pressing them. 

We knew that the objection would be urged that the 
apparatus was not accurate, and therefore took extra precau- 
tions, not only that such objections might be overthrown, 
but also to insure the accuracy required for such work; we 
did not devote four weeks to making the apparatus accurate, 
for nothing. The method employed to insure further ac- 
curacy, was by making the apparatus neutralize its own in- 
accuracies by reversal or turning-over of each section at 
every alternate adjustment. This process would correct any 
error arising from any inaccuracy of the brass-facings—for 
whatever error in the line would result from a single cross- 
arm being more or less than .005 of an inch out of right 
angle, would be corrected when that section should be re- 
versed, as every mechanic well knows. A source of inac- 
curacy is also attributed to the contraction and expansion of 
the material of which the apparatus is constructed. Those 
who make this objection have never seen the apparatus, and 
consequently cannot appreciate the fact that the plan of its 
construction obviates the effect of whatever contraction or 
expansion occurred. Besides, there are no sources of error 
or inaccuracy—those of adjustment, settling, vibration from 
the wind or change of temperature, that could conspire to 
produce a deviation of the air line always in the same direc- 
tion; check up all the errors that occur, as is done by all 
surveyors, and the value of the “elements of chance” is 
found to reside in the fact that the deviations are finally 
neutralized. It is supposed that settling played an import- 
ant part in the descent of the line surveyed; if so, why should 


the line descend .15 of an inch for the first eighth of a mile, 
and 6 inches for the eighth between the 19th and 20th tide 
stakes? If settling produced the descent, this would be 
manifest by returning over the same line. We returned over 
the same line for a distance of 3 of a mile, to ascertain if 
there would be any deviation. The fact that the horizontal 
axis of the apparatus projected the line on the return survey 
to the same points on the record stakes indicating the air 
line in the forward survey, is proof of the fact that the fac- 
tors of settling, if any existed, were absolutely neutralized, 
for they did not swerve the apparatus from a true and direct 
rectiline course. Let those who make such objections explain 
how the exact and definite ratio was obtained, if we did not 
extend a rectiline from the beginning of the survey. 


The Objections Contradict Each Other. 


We now come to the examination of the charge that 
we purposely inclined the first section so as to permit of 
extension of the line into the water in 4 miles. Our burden 
at the present time is not that we failed to produce the evi- 
dences that the earth is concave, but to get such minds to 
see the utter absurdity of such objections. The fact that 
these objections contradict each other, is conclusive proof 
that both classes of objections are made without a founda- 
tion of conclusion, and are simply subterfuges with which 
to evade the evidences afforded through the accurate survey. 
Suppose that we did purposely incline the first section out of 
level, what would be the result? The charge involves the 
admission of three things,—very necessary factors in the 
work of extending a rectiline: First, that our mathematics 
was exact—necessarily so, to calculate the angle of inclina- 
tion; secondly, that we were capable of making some 
absolute measurements of angles in the adjustment of the 
first section of the apparatus, and thirdly, that the appar- 
atus, in order to extend a line from the inclined position of 
the first section into the water at a distance agreed (?) upon 
before the work began, would have to be perfect and capable 
of extending a straight line, for with what else than a per- 
fect apparatus and accurate measurements of angles, 
could we strike the water at the distance desired from a 
given inclination of the first section from an absolute level? 
In order for the charge to be true, we would have to extend 
an absolutely straight line, involving just the kind of ad- 
justments and minute measurements that the other class of 
minds say is impossible. We know that the first section 
was level, having applied two of the finest levels obtainable; 
we made no mistake—the accuracy of our line depended 
upon getting the first section in the absolutely correct 
position. 

Reply to Charge of Inclining First Section, 


We will examine the charge in another light—in the 
light of geometrical principles, and will endeavor to illus- 
trate our exposition of this charge and objection in the two 
diagrams in the following cut: Let XY represent the con- 
vex arc; AB the air line, beginning at an altitude 10 feet* 
above the water, and inclined out of level so as to strike the 
water in four miles; N is north, S, south; 1, 2, 3, 4 indicate 
mile stations along the line of survey. Now contrast the 
ratio of approach of the line to the water's surface that we 
have exhibited in the cut illustrating the line extended over 
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the concave are. In the first diagram, the line began paral- 
lel with the water’s surface, and ended obliquely to it. In 
this, the line begins at a definite angle from the horizontal, 
and ends coincidental with or parallel to the horizontal at 
B. The ratio of approach of the line to the water's surface: 
would be just the reverse to that really obtained. As for 
instance, beginning 10 feet above the water, at the end of

the first mile, the line, aecording to the basis of the charge, 
would be 4 feet nearer the water's surface than at the begin- 
ning. The ratio of approach of the line to the water's sur- 
face would be more rapid at the beginning of the line than 
at the ending, and the ratio of divergence of the line from 
the end of the line to the beginning, would be in proportion 
to the square of the distance from the end of the line; 
whereas in fact, in the survey of the line at Naples, Fla., 
the ratio of convergence of the air line and the water's 
surface was less at the beginning of the line and greater at 
the ending. If the air line had really descended at the ratio of 
4 feet for the first mile, and so on in proportion, the line would 
have extended into the surface at a distance of 12 miles from 
the beginning of the line, and the angle of inclination from 
the horizontal would have been enormous. 

If the earth were a plane, the result of inclining the first 
section of the Rectilineator so as to extend the line into the 
water in 4 miles, would be an even ratio of descent of the 
line, as represented in the diagram below the convex arc in 
the above eut,in accordance with the principle of convergence 
of two straight lines. XY would represent the water line; 
AB the air line as per charge; N is north, S, south; 1, 2, 3, 4 
the milestations. The approach of the line to the water for 
the first mile would have been 24 feet; for the second mile, 
24 feet, and the same for the third mile, and the same for the 
fourth. The air line would sustain the same obliquity to the 
horizontal throughout the line of survey. On the convex arc, 
the deviation of the horizontal axis of the apparatus would be 
greatest at the beginning of the line, and horizontal at the 
end. How wasit? The line showed no perceptible deviation 
from the horizontal until near the end of the first eighth of a 
mile, and increased continually as the line progressed, until at 
the end of 22 miles the obliquity of the air line to the 
horizontal was sufficient to extend the visual line from that 
point to the surface of the Gulf, below the horizon. 

Other Experiments Corroborate the Survey. 

The above replies to the objections will be conclusive to 
those who will consider and comprehend the facts. It would 
be impossible to satisfy a man who doubted the accuracy of 
the multiplication table until he came to a knowledge of some 
simple principles of mathematics. We do not expect to reach 
those who will not or cannot reason; their minds will have to 
be changed by the turn in the tide of popular favor from the 
old to the New System. But it seems strange to us that 
right in the face of the facts obtained—in view of the fact 
that no such direct means have ever been applied by the old- 


school scientists, in view of the fact that they admit that all 
the so called evidences of the earth's convexity are only cumu- 
lative and circumstantial, and in view of the fact that those 
who criticise our work were not brave enough to face the 
issue and participate in the experiments performed by the 
Geodetic Staff—that the direct and absolute evidences we 
have produced should be rejected by any mind capable of 
realizing the geometrical principles involved in simple right 
angles. 

Corroborative of the demonstration of the earth's concav- 
ity by means of accurate survey, we have the long line of 
evidences obtained by other means,—tests of the surface of 
water on canals, lakes and seas—tests and experiments 
which can be repeated upon any body of water to the satis- 
faetion of the skeptieal. 'The facts we have observed and 
the line we have surveyed demonstrating the earth's true 
form, are susceptible of test. We challenge contradiction; 
but our challenge will have to be answered upon the field 
of contest, to which we -dare the scientific erities—in the 
many lines of experimentation through which we have ob- 
tained the facts we announce to the world. 


*Really, to conform to the fact that the air line extended into 
the water in four miles at an angle, with the horizon 14 miles 
beyond the end of the chord, the altitude of the starting point, 
on the CONVEX earth as per charge, would have to be 18 FEET and 
8 inches, instead of 10 feet! For the sake of simple illustration, we 
have represented the line as terminating at the horizon, and 
consequently parallel to the water. 


Faets About the Cole Suit. 


For ten years the Chicago press has, with the most vil- 
lainous malignancy, followed Dr. Teed and his Koreshan 
cause, with its venomous slime. For five or more years it 
has taken as a subterfuge for its vituperation, the text that 
Dr. Teed has broken into the harmonies of the domestic life 
of Chicago, and with pathetic yearnings for the sanctity of 
some of the sacred family circles of the holy city, has been 
expectorating its pituitous execrations after something it has 
never taken pains to inquire into. 

At last, the Cole suit has focalized in Judge Burke's 
court. As usual, the press of Chicago sent off its rockets as 
signals for the great sensation of filth that the spleen of 
the opposition to Koreshanity was about to vent and dis- 
gorge upon the eager and pitiful public. It was the pur- 
pose of Capt. Black and his Mephistopheles, who sat behind 
him, but whose name is too insignificant to mention in these 
columns, Watson, et al, to gorge the publie, through the 
venal gratuity of the Chicago newspapers, with a heap of 
rubbish aggregated from the lowest sources conceivable. 
Among the rubbish intended to be meted out to a too cred- 
ulous and sensation-seeking public, was the deposed testi- 
mony of a woman now in New York City, who a few years 
ago married her daughter to the corpse of a financially de- 
funct count, for the sake of giving her daughter the title of 
countess. The husband of this same woman acted as 
sponsor for the dead man, and a fictitious priest conducted 
the ceremony. This fact is not only verified, but we have 
the evidence of the case in our possession. 

The complaint in the suit embodied the following 
charges: Dr. Teed had alienated the affections of Mr. Cole’s 
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wife, had received the savings which Mr. Cole had been ac- 
eumulating for years at $125 per month and had given over 
to his wife during that period,and something less than a 
thousand dollars’ worth of furniture,—all of which had been 
turned over to the Founder of the Koreshan Unity—Dr. Teed. 

On cross-examination, the truth forced Tom Cole to state 
that he did not know whether his wife had one dollar of his 
money when he left her; that his eight hundred dollars’ worth 
of furniture to which he swore, on general principles, in the 
direct-examination, he possessed, amounted to a bedroom set, 
with some other bedroom furniture, six or eight common 
chairs, an organ, which had been in his possession about six 
years, one couch, one ingrain carpet of twenty yards, that had 
been in use five years;—in all there was not more than fifty 
dollars’ worth of goods. He also testified under oath, in the 
cross-examination, that he left his wife without knowing 
whether she had any money to take care of herself with, leav- 
ing a note on the table (he making oath to its identity, as his 
own writing), stating that he would never return to her. Ten 
days from that time, he returned to the house and found the 
goods packed, ready to be moved. He also made oath to the 
fact that he subsequently obtained a divorce and married 
again. This testimony was a telling commentary on Capt. 
Black’s opening appeal to the jury, before any testimony was 
given, wherein he expatiated pathetically and with a tremu- 
lous voice on the solitude of Tom Cole during these six or seven 
years of gloomy desolation, without a wife to cheer and 
make comfortable the desecrated hearth. 

There was another drop in the mercury of Capt. Black’s 
thermometer, when Tom Cole made oath to the fact that he 
(Cole) was not prosecuting the case,—having dropped out of 
it years before, but that the said Mephistopheles was the sole 
conductor on the train that would run Dr. Teed and his Com- 
munity on the side track to hades. 

The case collapsed in less than an hour and a half; Capt. 
Black consuming the greater portion of the time. We will 
give Captain Black, as an astute and far-seeing attorney, the 
eredit of having been gullible enough to accept, without ex- 
amination, the lies of a man who, though professing to be a 
lawyer, is not competent to plead a case before a country jus- 
tice of the peace, and who, simply for the purpose of black- 
mail, has urged on this case for years. We will do the further 
courtesy to Attorney Black of noting his manifest willingness 
to withdraw as quickly as possible from any further prosecu- 
tion, when the Honorable Judge, who has discrimination and 
unflinching integrity, asked him to take the case out of court. 
The case did not go to the jury; what is more, the de- 
fense did not present a witness. This is the sum of the 
family rupture occasioned by Dr. Teed and his cause. The 
whole business is, mainly, that Tom Cole’s case was placed in 
the hands of the gratuities of the Chicago press. There were 
several representatives of the press present, who knew of the 
collapse of the case, but there is not a paper in Chicago, aside 
from THE FLAMING Swonp, that will be honest enough to 
tell the truth about this case. 

In the cross-examination, Tom Cole swore that he did 
not see the furniture moved, that he did not know who 
moved it, and that he did not know where it was moved to. 
According to the statement of Mrs. Cole, she had forty dol- 

lars in her purse when Cole left her, which she had earned, 


and she moved to a place unknown to Dr. Teed, and lived 
there till her little fund was exhausted and her sister could 
no longer support them—herself, Mrs. Cole, andthe adopted 
boy of Mrs. Cole. When they broke up housekeeping, Mrs. 
Cole went out to work among strangers. Tom Cole further 
deposed that he never saw Mrs. Cole in the presence of Dr. 
Teed, except on one occasion—in a publie hall, where the Dr. 
was giving a public lecture. 

We have herein stated the substance of the subterfuges 
for the attitude of the press of Chicago. These subterfuges 
do not involve the matter of cause for the persecutions and 
the interest the newspapers have taken in Koreshanity. The 
facts are, the spirit of religious persecution is as rife today 
as in any period of the world’s history. Dr. Teed is proclaim- 
ing a new religion, or reviving the original one which the 
modern church has prostituted. The venal and rapacious 
maw of the Chicago octopus can be better satiated by pamper- 
ing to the popular sentiment, than by taking issue on the 
side of unpopular Koreshanity. This is the difficulty with 
Koreshanity, and the cause for the attitude of the press of 
the country.

A new school of healing has recently developed, and with 
such indications of progress as to so control the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the State of Illinois, as 
to pass both branches of the Legislature. The billin- 
eludes the authorization of an independent action of 
this new school, from the regular Board of examination 
and control of the practice of medicine in the state. 

The principal feature of this school is the cure of 
disease by the manipulation of the bones of the body 
into place, their slight departure or displacement from 
the normal position being, it is claimed, the cause of 
disease. The reason given for the veto is, that it is 
class legislation. ; 

If God ever permitted, or the devil in hell or in hu 
manity ever prompted, an infernal piece of class legisla- 
tion, which stands out flagrantly pronounced as an ar- 
bitrary, bigoted, and pusillanimous act of tyranny and 
oppression, it is the attitude of the old school of medi- 
cine, endorsed by the legislative enactments of the vari- 
ous states of the Union. 1f there ever was a humbug on 
the face of the earth (now in the hands of Satan) more 
infinitely emphatic than the self-pronounced “regular” 
school of medicine, we have failed to observe it. The 
sanitary condition of a community is generally in pro- 
portion to the diminution of the M. D's it supports. 
The more poisonous drugs there are poured into the 
system by the skilled (?) in their administration, the 
greater the departure from health of any community. 
The less the people patronize the “regular” profession 
and poison themselves with the tons of deadly toxicants 
dispensed through prescriptions and otherwise, the bet- 
ter off they are. 

Osteopathy is a science of which the “regulars” are 
totally ignorant, and to which they are as totally op- 
posed. If some desire to practice it, and there are many 
who desire to avail themselves of its benefits, they 
should be permitted to do so without the interference of 
such bigoted old fogyism as that presented by “regular- 
ism." It may be an honor to be able to flourish the ap- 
pellation of “regular,” derived from a self-imposed cog- 
nomen by an obstructive association; but the prog- 
ress of this world has always been in the hands of the 
irregulars.

Progress is never inaugurated by fogyism and the so 
called conservative element.

THE EARTH IS CONCAVE. 


The Rapid and Invincible Progress of Koreshanity 
Evinced by the Successful Demonstrations of 
its Scientific Premise.

The geodesist and 
geographers have almost girdled the globe with survey- 
ors' chains in the endeavor to discover the earth's true 
form. Certainly, at their bidding, vessels have plied the 
oceans of the world in every direction and from pole to 
pole in the hope of discovering some fact indicative of 
the correctness of their conclusions. In the more ad- 
vanced nations, section after section has been selected 
as the field of geodetic operations, where base lines, tri- 
angles and quadrilaterals have been surveyed; and yet 
they have failed to accomplish that for which they have 
ostensibly labored.

If the Copernican system 
of astronomy, having only an hypothesis—an assump- 
tion—for a premise of conclusion, has succeeded in con- 
verting the world to its absurdities after three centuries 
of effort, how much more potent, as a fact of scientific 
revolution, must be the marvelous System of KORESH, 
founded upon the absolute truth of the earth's concav- 
ity! The popular astronomical fallacy succeeded be- 
cause of the invention of the telescope, which revealed 
some things in the physical heavens unknown to the 
advocates of the Ptolemaic system.

“When asked if the church discipline did not have a 
great deal to do with making the Mormons prosperous 
and content with their lot, he said it undoubtedly did, 
but that in the new co-operative movement there 
would be equally as strong influences in the belief of 
those who undertake it, in the doctrine of co-opera- 
tion." 

Collection and distribution are the prime factors in 
the unity and perpetuity of action in any organic body. 
This is commerce. The ‘commercial spirit" is the life 
of all being, but there is a legitimate as also an illegiti- 
mate commerce. Legitimate commerce is possible 
only when love to the neighbor is the ruling incentive 
to action. This can obtain only when the heart (by 
heart, we mean the heart of the head, which is love) is 
actuated by genuine religion. The spirit of a fallacious 
commerce actuated the leaders of the Mormon church, 
because the religion of the Mormons was false and evil. 

While the Dakota Ruralist credits with perfection 
the Mormon system, it acknowledges its failure. Is 
there any thing in this new movement, founded merely 
upon the doctrine of co-operation, that insures its per- 
petuity beyond that of the Mormon church? Is there 
any promise in this present effort, carried into any 
state of the Union, that will insure the state against 
the influx of United States citizens who do not believe 
in the co-operative system, of greater potency than that 
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belonging to the Mormon church? It .would be a diffi- 
cult undertaking for any small body of men to control 
a state in the interests of a co-operative enterprise, with 
the common rights of American citizens to migrate 
when where and they please, under the protection of the 
general government. 

While we rejoice at the agitation on all the lines of 
opposition to the competitive system, we predict that 
no movement will succeed that does not involve, as the — 
heart of the movement, not only a religious sentiment, 
but the religious potency that will constitute the initia- 
tory propulsion of thenew age. Republicanism and Dem- 
ocracy are steps merely, toward individualism, which is 
the strong tendency of the age. It is the great dis- 
integrating force preparatory to the establishment. of 
the divine kingdom. 

The equitable regulation of the laws of collection 
and distribution must depend upon organic unity, and 
organic unity depends upon centralization of power. 
All these essentials to success are lacking in any 
movement that does not involve correct religious prin- 
ciples. 


The Injustice of the Chicago Press. 


It must have been a galling experience for the Mephis- 
topheles of the Cole suit, conductor on the train which was 
to sidetrack Dr. Teed to purgatory, to meet the representa- 
tives of the Chicago press after the collapse of the case 
in Judge Burke’s court. For at least a year, the reporters 
have been eating the chaff prepared by the said conductor, 
Specht, Watson, Emmertz, et al, awaiting the sensational 
pabulum that was to celebrate this case in court. When the 
case collapsed, nobody but the Judge and the attorneys 
present knew what was the matter. The reporters buzzed 
around like a lot of bees whose honey had been tipped over 
by a bear in the apiary. 

The Chicago Inter Ocean has been prominent in setting 
forth the seriousness of Tom's rupture; of course it did not 
mention Tom's sprees, nor his abuse of his wife, nor his 
threats to kill (even before she ever heard of Koreshanity), 
nor her poverty when he deserted her, nor his perjury in 
obtaining a divorce on the plea of her desertion, when, as 
the facts show, on his own testimony, he deserted her with- 
out any provocation whatsoever; nor does the Inter Ocean 
this morning, (June 24, the day after the collapse,) men- 
tionthe vindication of Dr. Teed. If so, Dr. Teed, after some 
considerable perusal of the paper, fails to discover it. It 
may be found in some "of the advertising columns—these 
we have not examined. What became of the reporters of 
the Inter, Ocean the instant of the collapse of the case? Are 
they paralyzed? 

We have searched the Inter Ocean again, and find the 
following: 

“A non suit was taken yesterday by the attorneys in 
the suit against Cyrus R. Teed, the ‘Koreshan Prophet.” | 
The reason given was, that the witnesses necessary to show 
that Teed had alienated the affections of Mrs. Annie Cole, 
the wife of the plaintiff, could not be secured. The Inter 
Ocean sums up, in part, the direct testimony of Tom Cole, 
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but leaves out of the report the testimony on the cross ex- 
amination, which caused Judge Burke to say to Capt. 
Blaek, that he had better withdraw the case. 


The Inter Ocean further states that Miss Crosten, the 
sister of Mrs. Cole, was then called, but was not in court. 
Mrs. Cole's sister was not called, and if the Inter Ocean has 
taken the false statement of Capt. Black, or his Mephistoph- 
eles, then it ought to retract the lie. The sister of Mrs. 
Cole was not in court, but if she had been required by the 
defense, she wonld have testified to the fact that she lived with 
Mr. and Mrs. Cole during their married life, and that Mr. 
Cole began his rows at the time and before his marriage, 
that he continued them during all the seven years of their infe- 
licitous connection; that she was present at the row at which 
Tom Cole deserted his wife, that she had no money, that she 
did not move to the Koreshan Unity, and that Mrs. Cole forced 
herself into the Community long after his desertion, 
against the positive statement of Dr. Teed that she did not 
belong with them. 

Not only was Miss Crosten ready to give this testimony, 
but she had, years before, when all the circumstances in the 
case were fresh in her mind, made deposition to Mr. Green- 
field, the Attorney in the case, to this effect,—which depo- 
sition Mr. Greenfield now has in his possession. 

“The attorneys for the plaintiff,” says the Inter Ocean, 
“said the collapse of the case was due principally to the fact 
that the testimony of Mrs. E. Emmertz was not available in 
the case." Capt. Black knew as well before the case was 
brought to trial as he did after, that the testimony of Mrs. 
Emmertz was not available. He will not admit, after his 
experience in the court, that it required Judge Burke to an- 
nounce to him what the law is. The truth is, Mrs. Emmertz’ 
testimony was not called for, and any reporter of com- 
mon sense should have known this fact. 

The Inter Ocean further states that Mrs. Emmertz’ “de- 
position was not completed before she went to New York, 
where she now lives.” This isa barefaced lie. Her depo- 
sition was taken by a certain attorney who prosecuted the 

case, Attorney Greenfield, Dr. Teed, and others being present. 
Mrs. Emmertz perjured herself in the testimony, and the 
testimony was taken as a bluff, with no doubt an effort to 
blackmail Dr. Teed. Dr. Teed is not Schweinfurth, and it 
would not work. 

We did not find the Inter Ocean article among the small 
advertisements; it was on the last page, largely devoted to 
advertisements, and occupied a space of about three inches 
in an advertising column. There was not one scintilla of 
` justice done to Dr. Teed, in the article. 
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Credit to the Chicago Journal. 


Honest Exception to the Rule. 


We are glad to note that we find an exception to 
the sweeping statement regarding the Chicago dail es 
‘The Chicago Journal of June 23d, published an article, 
no doubt with the attempt at fairness to the Cole case 
and the results of the suit. In one head-line it says: 
* It develops. however, that the woman was solely to 
blame."
